VISITORS 

On March 14, 1928 the Zoological Society started a register for the 
guests to the garden. Only a small portion of the people who visit the 
zoo write their names in this book although to date there have been over 
9000 names. The following countries have been represented: Siberia, 
Denmark, British Isles, France, Switzerland, Germany, Czechoslovakai, 
Sweden, Nicaragua, Canal Zone, Argentine, Patagonia, Ecuador, Mexico, 
Jamaica, Porto Rica, South Africa, New Zealand, Australia, China, Japan, 
Phillipines, Hawaii, and Alaska. Next to the United States which is 
represented by every state in the Dominion of Canada with every pro¬ 
vince represented.

and Mr. Adams, Assistant Director of the San Francisco Aquarium. 
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ANTIVENINE 

Now that sojourning at mountain resorts and camps is the order of the 
day, many inquiries are being received at the zoo office in regard to 
antivenine or snake serum. Contrary to what seems to be a quite general 
impression the Zoological Society is not engaged in the manufacture or 
distribution of antivenine. The Zoological Garden is one of the depots 
for supplying the rattlesnake venom from which the serum is produced at 
the Mulford Laboratories at Philadelphia where the serum is manufac¬ 
tured. Because of the demand for serum and because many emergencies 
have arisen which have necessitated calls upon the Society, it has each 
year purchased a supply of serum for the accomodation of the public. 

The Pacific coast agency for the American antivenine is in Los Ang¬ 
eles; but it can be purchased for $10.00 a tube there or at one of the local 
drug companies. The Society has on hand a very limited supply of the 
French serum, which we have handled in previous years in large quanti¬ 
ties. This serum is a positive cure for the bite of all local rattlesnakes. 
This has been proven by several perfect cures of severe bites, after long 
delays before the treatment was administered. The kit pictured above is 
one prepared by the society for the use of the public and contains every¬ 
thing necessary for first aid as well as the administration of the serum, 
a tube of which is included. It is wise to have the services of a doctor or 
nurse who is familiar with the use of a hypodermic needle in using the 
serum, but the great advantage in having the supply and necessary in¬ 
struments lies in the fact that doctors do not keep a supply of the serum 
at hand and this necessitates long delay even after the doctor is reached. 

This kit may be purchased for $15.00, or is for rent by the week or day. 
Full information in regard to both the American and French serum can 
be had by writing or teleproning to the zoo. This is a cheap insurance, 
and one that does not lapse at the end of a year or season as the serum 
keeps indefinitely and does not diminish in effectiveness. 
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EDITORIAL

We are hoping that in time this phamphlet will deserve the 
prestige which is enjoyed by the bulletins of the New York and Philadel¬ 
phia Societies.

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BIRDS 

In the new bird cage group we wish to call to your attention two birds 
of unusual interest and charm. In the center cage on the West side the 
Quaker Parrakeet has built an outside nest of much beauty. It is 
easily recognized by their sober gray hood and kerchief, is the 
only one of the entire parrot family which builds a nest instead of using 
the hollow logs or stumps commonly considered the most suitable house¬ 
keeping apartments by the parrots. They have been at great labor for 
several weeks and are still adding finishing touches to what seems to our 
uncritical eyes a beautiful and symetrical nest. On the south side of this 
same group is the beautiful and nearly extinct Blue-winged Grass Parrot 
(Neophema chrysostoma). There are very few of these birds if any 
others in United States and bird lovers all over the world are interested 
in seeing if these will breed and increase in this clmate. The value of 
these birds is hard to determine, as it is chiefly from a scientific stand¬ 
point that they have their chief interest.

BIRD CAGE 

In the new cage just east of the Cockatoo group is a pair of gorgeous 
Great Black Cockatoos. These were brought in April first from Singa¬ 
pore. They are gradually becoming acclimated and are feeding upon the 
sunflower seed, our nearest substitute for their native canarium. If we 
are successful in keeping these rare birds we will have one of the few 
pair in captivity in the United States. We doubt if any others are to be 
seen in public zoos, as they sell from $500.00 to $1000.00 a pair. 

We cannot leave the subject of birds without an urgent invitation to 
make a visit to the Scripps Flying cage at four thirty any afternoon. At 
this hour you can see a sight which we believe cannot be duplicated in 
captivity any place in the world. The Man-of war birds with their en¬ 
ormous wing spread are fed by Carl Ring their keeper by tossing fish 
into the air for them to catch as they soar in huge circles around the top 
of the cage. It has heretofor been considered impossible to keep any of 
these birds in captivity and it is only because the unusual height of this 
cage and the earnest efforts of Ring, who glories in the difficult feat, that 
thev have been thus trained to duplicate their mode of feeding. 
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GALAPAGOS TORTOISE 
Testudo vincina Gunther 


We had originally intended to devote almost an entire number of ZOO¬ 
NOOZ to the interesting subject of the Galapagos Tortoise and the ex¬ 
periment which the New York Zoological Society is trying throughout 
the southern part of the United States. But so much has been written 
in the papers concerning them since the shipment was brought into the 
country under Dr. Townsend that we doubt if it would be of any news 
value to our readers. The ones in the San Diego garden are mere babies 
according to Dr. Townsend, who left them here. These tortoise have 
been threatened with extinction by the wild dogs and hogs on the island 
as well as the whalers who have been in the habit of using them for food 
for their crews. The particular specimens brought back by this expedi¬ 
tion came from the south end of the island of Albemarle. Here they 
were forced to use pack burros and go back into the high mountains 
to secure them. This method of transportation made it impossible to 
secure the largest of the specimens. It is hoped that they may be in¬ 
creased for their commercial value should be great as they are vegetable 
eaters entirely and considered a great delicacy by those who have eaten 
them. 

These tortoise are the property of the New York Zoological Society, 
but are to be left as an exhibit at San Diego. They can only be sold or 
distributed by the New York Society, as they are the sole property of 
that institution. The Society at San Diego has been somewhat embar¬ 
rassed by those persons who, thinking they were for general distribution 
have made requests for pairs of them w’ith the idea of raising them 
commercially. 

Another interesting discovery made by Dr. Townsend was a perfectly 
spineless cactus growing on the island of Albemarle, which undoubtedly 
constituted a large part of the native food of the tortoise.
